The attendance at the meeting of the 


Business Men's Association, held last 
Thursday evening, was not large, only 
about seventy being present, but this 
was due to some extent on account of a 
number of members having other en- 
gagements. C. E. van Hecke. chair- 
man of the committee having charge of 
building the new bridge and improving 
the highway on what is known as the 
range line road, reported that $450 had 
been collected and there was still 921 
due. The cost of the bridge was $407 
and $190 had been contributed by the 
farmers in that vicinity in work. Con- 
siderable grading has also been done 
and the town of Dewey will contribute 
f40 for that purpose. 
The committee 


las contributed $14.40 for work at rocky 
ridge, on the main road. 


Mr. Bruce, secretary of the associa- 


tion, reported that $11.55 had been ex- 
pended for material for new tables, 
and he had done the work without cost. 


Senator E. E. Browne, of Waupaca. 


who had been invited to address the 
meeting, was introduced by President 
Southwick. and spoke for an hoar and 
one-half on the subject of good roads. 
Senator Browne's remarks were along 
the same line with those expressed by 
him a few weeks ago when he visited 
Stevens Point as a member of the legis- 
lative committee, he at first speaking 
of the comparative cost of transporting 
products over good and poor roads, and 
of the great benefit good roads are to 
the farmers of our land. The state is 
now in a position to assist in the build- 
ing of country roads, that question 
having been settled at the last general 
election by a majority vote of 80,000, 
and the question is now up to the legis- 
lature to frame and adopt a sane and 
wise bill. 


Mr. Browne said he thought 
the 


cities should assist in building roads 
leading to their center, 'as their busi- 
ness would certainly ' be benefitted 
accordingly. The committee to whom 
this matter was referred are of the 
opinion that one-third of the expense of 
road building should be borne by the 
town, one-third by the county and the 
balance by the state, and the town 
should take the initiative, having the 
say when work should commence and 
file petitions for aid accordingy. The 
speaker said that the new Taw will 
probably provide for the raising of 
about $300,000 annually by the state, of 
which Portage county's 
proportion 


would be less than $4,000. Tbe appoint- 
ment of the honorary good roads com- 
mission, to serve without pay, only 
their actual expenses to be paid, will 
be recommended by the committee, all 
work to be laid out under the direction 
of a competent state highway engineer, 
be to have a corps of assistants. 
If 


these recommendations go into effect 
and firstclass macadam roads are built, 
Portage county can expect to build 
from five to seven miles each year. 
The new law will also provide for the 
issuing of bonds by counties for road 
improvements, they to run from 15 to 
20 years, so that the future generation 
may assist in their payment 
Discus-

Likewise It Is with 
the Tastnanian devil, a queer little 
marsupial about two feet long, some- 
what resembling in appearance a baby 
bear, which Is found onJy In Tasmania, 
a large island formerly known as Van 
Diemen's Land, to the south of Aus- 
tralia.

try of the farmers, and never yet. 
though raptured in earliest Infancy, 
bas It responded to kindness by mani- 
festing an amiable disposition.—Phila- 
delphia Ledger.

WAS KILLED INSTANTLY 


EiciMcr Mm NcKitley, a Famer Stev- 


veu Politer, Met Detth Near 


CbJcafo Last Wetieday. 


Engineer John McKinley, of the Soo, 


a former resident of Stevens Point, a 
railroad man for about 40 years, 28 
years of which was with the Wiscon- 
sin Central, now the Soo, met with a 
fatal accident on the St. Paul air line, 
a short distance from Chicago, at 12:30 
last Wednesday afternoon. 
It seems 


that Mr. McKinley was leaning out of 
his cab and is supposed to have been 
struck on the head by a sign board. 
He was knocked from the cab and fell 
under the wheels of his train, being in- 
stantly killed. The body was placed 
on the train and later removed to an 
undertaking parlor in Chicago. 
He was 


engineer on passenger train No. 8, 
which left Fond du Lac at 8 o'clock in 
the morning in charge of Conductor W. 
H. Dana, and for a number of years 
bis home had been at Fond du Lac. 


John McKinley was a native of Camp- 


bellton, Scotland, born Aug. 18, 1863. 
and came to this country with bis par- 
ents when four years of age. While 
residing in Hokah, Minn., Mr. McKin- 
ley began bis railroad career on a Min- 
nesota railroad. Later he entered tbe 
employ of the St. Paul road and twen- 
ty-eight years ago became an engineer 
on the Wisconsin Central road. For a 
time he resided in Stevens Point and 
also lived in Waukesha for ten years, 
going to Fond du Lac shortly after the 
Wisconsin Central shops were removed 
there. During his forty years of work 
on tbe railroad Mr. McKinley never bad 
an accident until the one which caused 
his death. He ran tbe first passenger 
train into Chicago on the Central hi 
1888. He is survived by his wife, one 
daughter and two sons, besides seven 
sisters. 


Tbe funeral took place Sunday after- 


noon, tbe remains being laid at rest in 
Rienzi cemetery with Masonic honors.

Michigan, Oregon, Minnesota 
and Pennsylvania come after the first 
five Htates and others followed in de 
creasing amounts down to Utah, the 
loweHt on the list, with Nevada and 
North Dakota, having little timbered 
area, not rated at all. 


While the total valuation of the lum- 


ber, lath and shingle production reached 
$541,545,640, this amount represents a 
!decrease of twenty-three 
per 
cent, 


under the previoiib year's output. The 
number of mills reporting was 31,231 
and these manufactured 33,224,369,000 
board feet of lumber, valued at $510,- 
575.^22 and 2.986,684,000 lath valued at 
$6.791,328, while the shingle makers 
turned 
out 
) 2,106.4*3,000 
shingles 


valued at $24,178,4%. 
The average 


value of lumber at the point of manu- 
facture was $15.37 a thousand feet, 
$2.27 a thousand for lath and $2.00 a 
thousand for shingles. 


Yellow pine of the south which has 


been far in the lead in the lumber pro- 
duction for more than a decade, more 
than maintained its supremacy 
last 


year, contributing slightly more than 
thirty-three per cent, of the total cut 
from all kinds. 
Douglas fir of the 


northwest ranked second and white pine 
third. Practically all kinds showed a 
marked decreased cut, and for the first 
three kicds of timber there was a fall- 
ing off of 
fifteen, 
twenty-two 
and 


twenty per cent., respectively. 
Oak 


and hemlock maintained their relative 
ranks but showed decreases of twenty- 
five per cent each in amount produced, 
and spruce dropped eighteen per cent. 


Louisiana was the heaviest producer 


of yellow pine lumber, supplying nearly 
one - fifth of the 
total 
production. 


Texas, Mississippi, Arkansas and Ala- 
bama followed in the order named. 
The state of Washington, alone, sup- 
plied more than three-fifths of 
the 


Douglas fir cut, while the bulk of the 
remainder came from Oregon. Minne- 
sota produced about a third of the 
white pine, followed by Wisconsin with 
about fifteen per cent, and New Hamp- 
shire with ten per cent.

New England states, Maine and Massa- 
chusetts, produced more white pine 
than Michigan, which for many years 
led the country in producing this valu- 
able timber.

Washington.—The tense situation 


resulting from the reported execution 
of two Americana, LeRoy Cannon and 
Leonard Grace by the order of Presi- 
dent Zelaya of Nicaragua, for their al- 
leged participation In the revolution 
now in progress in that country, has 
become aggravated by the failure to 
receive definite news of their fate and 
caused the state department to make 
the announcement Friday that in the 
future every American citizen abroad 
will be as safe as though he was in 
his own home. 


The present heads of the depart- 


ment have chafed under the old-time 
statement that a British citizen was 
safe .anywhere, but that if an Ameri- 
can crossed a frontier he had to put 
himself under the protection of the 
British minister or consul before he 
could go out and look at the scenery 
with an unruffled mind. 


That is the real movement back of 


the strenuous way in which the de- 
partment of state is going after Presi- 
dent Zelaya of the Nicaraguan repub- 


lic, 
who is reported to have shot two 


American revolutionists without con- 
sulting representatives of this coun- 
try. 


Impatient over the inadequacy of 


the information received in two tele- 
grams from the American consul at 
Managua, Secretary Knox dispatched 
a peremptory order for full and com- 
plete advices. 


"Immediately ascertain and cable 


full and positive information as to 
the fate of the two captured- Ameri- 
cans," says his message. "This gov- 
ernment," the dispatch continues, "can 
scarcely credit the report of the sum- 
mary execution of two American citi- 
zens taken with the revolutionary 
army. 
The charge d'affaires of Nica- 


ragua here has also been asked tele- 
graphically to demand full informa- 
tion for this government, which will 
•not for one moment tolerate such 
treatment of American citizens." 


This is a pronunciamento to the 


Central and South American govern- 
ments in particular that care must 
be exercised in their treatment of 
questions affecting American individ- 
uals and American Interests. 


There is a grimness about the atti- 


ture of the state department officials 
which does not usually attach to the 
adjustment of diplomatic questions. 
The department is determined to go 
to the bottom of this affair. 


A further interpretation of the rec- 


ognition of the belligerency of the 
revolutionists was made by Secretary 
Knox, in response to inquiries from 
various merchants doing business with 
Atlantic ports. To each has been re- 
peated the previous announcement 
with this addition.

Wives Meet Husbands. 


After the men had been taken to 
e hospital there came a pause, and 


then the relatives of the saved men 
were called in. 


Twenty-one men came out of the 


mine alive because science beat the 
jrute forces of the earth. Two oTthe 
twenty-one men — George Eddy and 
Walter Waite—are the heroes of the 
•escue. Without their intelligence and 
skill the 19 men with them must have 
perished. Eddy is the Assistant man- 
ager of the mine. He is a mining en- 
rineer, and a good one.

Washington.—The execution of the 


two American citizens, LeRoy Cannon 
and Leonard Groce, by orders of Pres- 
ident Zelaya, will cause the 
United 


States to adopt drastic measures to 
obtain reparation from the Nicaraguan 
government. 


President Taft on his return 
to 


Washington Sunday approved Secre- 
tary 
Knox's recommendation that 


President Zelaya of the central Amer- 
ican republic be called upon to give 
immediate satisfaction fof the out- 
rage. 


The demand will be couched in 


stern language, and will require a for- 
mal apology, a salute to the American 
flag, and perhaps the payment with- 
out delay of an indemnity 
for 
the 


benefit of the heirs of the deceased. 


Failure to make instant compliance 


will cause the government to consider 
the observance of one of the three fol- 
lowing plans: 


1. Recognition of the 
belligerency 


of the insurgents, now operating in 
and controlling the eastern half of 
Nicaragua. 


2. Seizure of the custom house at 


Corinto, the single port of Nicaragua, 
which is held by the government. 


3. Declaration of war. 
It is possible the first two measures 


may be taken simultaneously.

son it leaves the scien- 


tine schedule, as Biela's comet did 
when it did the most remarkable 
thing thus far known in the history 
of the solar system since men have 
begun to watch the sky. That is, 
after coming back over and over on 
schedule time, until it was supposed 
to be as regular as the earth itself, it 
split in two, underwent final ship- 
wreck somewhere in the heavens and 
according to the last supposed to be 
known of it, fell on earth several hun- 
dred miles southeast of El Paso, Tex 


The probability that this was the 


last of that comet is conceded by 
such cautious astronomers as Prof. 
Young of Princeton 
It is an authen- 


tic record, valued because it is about 
as near the history of Biela's comet 
as we will ever get 
It is certainly 


lost, and it is thought that we have 
the last trace of it on earth now in a lump of nickel-iron which fell in Mexico, 
when supposed fragments of the lost comet (railed "Bielids" after the as 
tronomer, Biela, who discovered it; were being \\atched for and expected to 
fall in a shower somewheie on earth, if they were not burned to vapor by 
heat from friction as thev were being whirled through the earth's atmosphere 
in falling 
Although Hallev s comet has been comirg back regularly every 


76 or 7? vears since it is supposed to have appeared with its tail filling the 
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sky before the fall of Jerusalem, it may end 
finally as Biela's comet did. falling in a star 
shower on earth, or on some other planet, or 
into the sun. or scattering through 
^pace 


around the sun in masses perhaps of nickel- 
iron. un«se«*n on earth, unless the earth cap- 
tures them out of space and sets them blazing 
through the sky as thev fall 


Suppose we \u-ro to capt.ire Hallo's comet 


and it were really to fall, what -nowld become 
of the earth or of the cnmet? 


That is a fair question for all who wish to 


keep a proper scientific av\<> of our finest reg- 
ular comet 
It may offer something to take 


the place of the unscientific a-*e which used 
to send thousands to th^ir knees, remember- 
ing their sins and praying for pardon as soon 
as Halley's comet began to spread its magnifi 
cent tail across the sky 
In other word*. It 


made them try to think, -which was. no doubt 
the best thing a comet could do for them 


Another important question as whether Hal- 


ley's cornet will bring Its magnificent tail back 
with it restored to its anncnt and awful 
splendor 
If it does not, the world, learned 


and unlearned, will be disappointed, for a 
comet without a tail is not awful or sublime 
enough to be worth growing either enlhiisias 
tic or repentant over. We cannot tell about 
the tail. It may come back with the comet, 
reduced SO per cent, or it may finally be lost 
altogether or increased back to awf«l magnifi- 
cence, streaming across the sky in such a 
spectacle as can be hoped for on earth only 
once in a lifetime 


If it recovers Its tail in its full historic 


•plendor, Halley's will be too magnificent a 
eonet to be loM, according to our ways of 
looktBff at «MMU. It is not a third r*U aa- 
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trnnomer's con^et like Biela's. but a comet for 
e\er}bodv. -with all mankind interested in it. 
It may s^t all the gones in Asia beatinc -while 
we are -Ratchins; it Shrough telescopes. Mil- 
lions -who do not know eunuch to be fright- 
ened at the idea of its striking the earth may 
find U awful enough to make thc-m try hard 
to think, with results which, while they last. 
may s^m to them the most awful tbey ever

While all uho are intelligently interested 


in comets will want Halley's back regularly, 
tail and all, as something to think about there 
is a chance that it will lose its tail and also

"chance" only until th» law is learned 
The 


chance is worth discussing only in the hope 
of learning more of the law 
Can a comet 


lawfully set out of its regular path and b( 
pulled dow n finally by the earth or some other 
planef That is a question of law and as far 
as we have learned the law the answer is that 
it can. 


We do not know imieh vet about the law 


A31 we are beginning to find out dates from 
the night in January. 1M6. when Prof. Challis 
looked through his telescope at tihf Cambridge 
observatory and could not believe his eyes. 
The spectacle he saw in the heavens was too 
astonishing to believe. It was Biela's comet 
split into two distinct comets. Such a thing 
had never been heard of or imagined aa pos- 
sible.

All we will ever have in the way of a final 


answer to these questions as they belong to 
the complete and final loss of Biela's comet 
is given officially now In the records of Mex- 
ico in the statement recorded bj Senor Jose 
A y Bonilla. director of the astronomical ob- 
servalory m the state of Zacatecas 
In No- 


vember. 1SS1. it was supposed that b^tw«»en 
the twenty-fourth and 
twenty-ninth of the 


month the earth would "pass in space through 
or n*>ar the fragments left by Biola's comet. 
As they -acre then called "Bielids." it had 
be«>n conclude that they were a swarm of 
hundreds of thousands or perhaps of mil- 
lions of small masses of meteoric matter, per- 
haps weighing from an ounce up to a ton or 
more 
It was feared that*if the earth passed 


through them and drew them to the surface in 
davlight they would not be seen at all, but 
would "ither burn up in gas or else fall in a 
few scattering stones on distant parts of the 
earth 
This may have occurred :n other 


places, hut on a ranch near Mazapil, in the 
state of Zacatrcas. one of them (or a mass of 
nickel-iron belonging to some group of the 
same kindl was seen to fall and recovered at 
once by the owner of the ranch, who made the 
deposition takfn down in Spanish by S*>nor 
Bonilla and translated by William Earl Hid- 
den, to close the last chapter in the story of 
Biela's lost comet 


"It was about 7 o'clock on thp night of No 


member 27 USSS)," said the ranchman in his 
deposition, "when I went out to the corral to 
feed the horses. Suddenly I heard a loud, siz- 
?ing noise, exactly a* though something red 
hot was being plunged into cold water and al- 
most instantly there followed a somewhat 
loud thud 
At once the corral was covered 


with a phosphorescent light, while suspended 
in the air were small, luminous sparks, as 
though from a rocket 
I had not recovered 


from my surprise before I saw this luminous 
air disappear and there remained on the 
ground only such a light aa la made when a 


heat as the telescope shows in a 
much larger way on the face of the 
moon 


As this was considered the most 


distinguished visitor that had ever 
reached the earth from infinite space, 
it was presented as a mark of his 
distinguished consideration by Prof. 
Bonilla to William Earl Hidden, as 
one of the most distinguished Ameri- 
can mineralogists, who was also an 
authority on meteors and meteoric 
minerals 
Analysis showed that it 


was 9126 per cent Iron, 
7 84 
per 


cent nickel, 65-100 per cent cobalt. 
30-100 per cent phosphorus, with 


traces of sulphur, carbon and chlorine 
Mr. 


Hidden wrote its history in the American Jour- 
nal of Science. 
In the century Magazine of 


August 1885. he answered the question, "Is 
it a piece of a comet?" by summing up the 
evidence in connection with the known history 
of Biela's lost comet, since it split in 1846 and 
returned as two comets in 18.j2. to disappear 
finally in what were supposed to be a swarm 
of "bielids.' 


"At the time of the fall of this meteorite" 


(in Mexico). Hidden writes, "it was 10 hours 
aft«>r the maximum number of meteors was ob- 
served 
The earth was meeting with only the 


stragglers of the train. It cannot be doubted 
that the cosmical dust proceeding from the 
disintegration of Biela's comet wholly envel- 
oped the earth and was seen as meteors from 
every part of It Such was the magnificence 
of the celestial phenomena in some parts of 
the eastern continent that some people be- 
lieved there would be no more stars left in 
the sky." 


Biela's comet had returned regularly in a 


period of a little less than seven yeads until it 
underwent complete shipwreck in the heavens. 
No one ever expects to see it again. The end. 
as fat as known, is this star shower In the 
night the Bonilla blelid was picked up in Ma- 
zapil. to give us the best knowledge we have 
of what may be expected when a comet falls. 


Biela's lost comet does not compare with 


Halley's. which must have billions of stones 
or small and large masses of. matter, probably 
nickel-iron, in its magnificent bead 
If it were 


shipwrecked by Jupiter, by the earth or by 
any other planet these. If they were drawn 
close enough by the planet to break the hold 
the sun has on them, may do a number of 
interesting things 


They might revolve around the earth at a 


distance, collecting in such a ring as that of

storage of roof water should be under 
ground and, for durability and the 
best of service, be made circular. Dig 
a hole ten to fifteen feet deep, and 
from six to eight feet in diameter, de- 
pending on the quantity of water one 
wants to etore. 
The site selected 


should be dry, for while a cistern can 
be built so as to hold water it is al- 
most impossible to keep water out of 
it if there is a spring where the hole 
IB dug.

Take pains that the hole is dug sym-

above the level of the surrounding 
soil and be furnished with a cover. 


An opening should be left near the 


top of the arch for an inflow, provided 
with a short piece of iron pipe which, 
cemented Into the wall, rises an inch 
or two above the surface 
of 
the 


ground. 


On the same level with the inflow 


where it enters the cistern there 
should be also an outflow, consisting 
of a joint of iron pipe carefully ce- 
mented into the waii and conducted 
away until there is a good outlet. By 
baring this pipe extended to the bot- 
tom of the cistern water that contains 
the most impurities can be taken out, 
but in order to prevent the water from 
being siphoned out, as would occur if 
the outlet were lower than the bottom 
of the cistern, a hole must be drilled 
in the pipe at its highest point. 


Good cement mortar is required to 


lay the bricks and when completed its 
Interior should have an application of 
two coats of cement. 
The last one. 


a light coat, should be put on before 
the first is dry. It is best finished 
off with a whitewash brush.
